guarded by his faithful dog, Daniel B. 
M artin, C harm ian, form erly a m e r­ 
chant a t Fountaindale and C harm ian, 
was found in a dying condition near 
Buena V ista Station, W ednesday a f ­ 
ternoon. 
The aged man died, soon a f ­ 
terw ard, in the Buena Vista postoffice, 
to which his body was removed. 
M artin left home, Tuesday noon, 
sta tin g th a t he was going to take a 
short walk. 
His family heard nothing 
more of him until Wednesday when he 
was found. 
He spent the afternoon near I.ake 
Royer and started home in the even­ 
ing. It is believed th a t he lost his way 
and in the fury of the snow storm 
which swept over th a t section, early 
W ednesday m orning, w andered a im ­ 
lessly about in the m ountain until he 
became so weak and fatigued th a t he 
could battle with the elem ents no long­ 
er. He fell upon the ground and was 
soon overcome by the cold. 
He was found, lying face downward, 
Wednesday afternoon, by N orm an L. 
H arbaugh, who was w alking up the 
path tow ard the store. H arbaugh a s k ­ 
ed him w hat he was doing. 
W aiting 
awhile for an answ er and receiving 
none he again inquired w hat he was 
doing. 
A slight quiver from the sem i­ 
conscious m an’s lips was the only re ­ 
sponse. 
Looking about for some assistance, 
H arbaugh noticed Stanley Wise and 
C. W. Sm ith w alking down the path 
tow ard them. 
The three men placed 
M artin upon his sled, which w as n e a r­ 
by, and when they reached the post­ 
office there was still a trace of life. Dr. 
C harles Beck, Highfield, was im m ed­ 
iately sum m oned but before he arriv ­ 
ed the m an had died, w ithout reg a in ­ 
ing consciousness. 
Ju stice A nkeney, acting coroner, ac­ 
companied by Deputy Sheriff Long, 
w ent to the scene in an automobile. 
A fter viewing the body, Justice A n­ 
keney deemed an inquest unnecessary. 
R em aining close by the body of his 
dead m aster to the very end, his little 
dog whined piteously when removed 
from his side. 
All through the night 
and up to the tim e Mr. M artin ’s body 
w as found, the dog gtood on watch, 
while the snow fell, for alm ost a doz­ 
en hours and th e cold grew m ore se­ 
vere. 
Mr. M artin was 67 y ears old, and for 
a num ber of y ears was engaged in th e 
m ercantile business in Fountaindale 
and Charm ian. 
He is survived by his widow and the 
following children; Howard, Charles 
S., Carl F., C. S., and Hazel M., all at 
home, and one sister, Mrs. Daniel Fry, 
Fountaindale.

LIFE TERM FOR 
WARREN SANDERS 


Fairfield Boy Admits Guilt in Murder 


Case and is Given Life Imprison­ 


ment in Joliet, Illinois, Peni­ 


tentiary. 


W arren Sanders, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Cornelius Sanders, of Fairfield, 
was sentenced a t Dixon, Illinois, this 
week to life im prisonm ent in the peni­ 
ten tiary a t Joliet, for the self confess­ 
ed m urder of his wife and m other-in- 
law a t A shton, on Sunday m orning, 
A ugust 18, 1912. 
The man has vis­ 
ited a t his home in Fairfield but never 
lived in this county, having been born 
while his p aren ts were living in the 
W est and rem aining there a fte r they 
came to this section In imposing sen­ 
tence Ju d g e F ar rand reviewed th e evi­ 
dence in the case, the principal points 
of which w ere th e following. 
Sanders was tw enty years of age 
when he m arried W eston na Griffith, at 
th a t tim e fifteen years old. Soon the 
young couple w ent to live upon a farm 
owned or controlled by George G rif­ 
fith, the fa th e r of 
the 
child 
wife. 
Some 
m isu n d erstan d s,g 
came 
and 
they left the farm , Sanders being em ­ 
ployed som etim es at farm work and 
then at railroading. A daughter was 
born. 
Sanders w as much from home. 
He had twice sta rted in business for 
himself in a small 
way, and failed. 
if he had desired, it was difficult for 
him to have furnished his wife and 
child with the com fort- or even the 
necessaries of life. She -pent much of 
her tim e a t the home «>f h**r parents; 
she became dissatisfied and restless 
under the conditions surrounding her. 
A nother m an appeared and succeed­ 
ed in w inning affections of the wife. 
With him she w ent to California and 
lived for several weeks. That the girl s 
m other approved 
of 
the 
trip 
was 
brought out a t 
the hearing. 
Irater 
Sanders forgave his wife and lived 
with her for a tim e but she again be­ 
came untrue to her m arital vows, this 
tim e with an n o th er man. 
The husband and wife were se p a rat­ 
ed and 
their d aughter, now 
seven 
years old, was left in the care of the 
m other with the decree of the Court 
that the father should have her S a tu r­ 
day afternoons aud Sundays. 
On A ugust 17th Sanders learned 
th a t his wife was coming from I hicago 
and th a t she would reach there on a 
train about 1:30 o’clock on the m orn­ 
ing of A ugust 18th. He secured a 
revolver evidently intending to kill his 
wife. 
According to the statem ent of 
Ju d g e F a r rand he could not at that 
tim e have entertained any any inten­ 
tion of killing the m other-in-law. Mrs. 
Griffith at the depot. The C ourt con­ 


tinued. 
‘There is not a word of testim ony 
in the case w arra n tin g the conclusion 
th a t he had any knowledge th a t Mrs 
Griffith would be a t the tra in to meet 


his wife. 
“ Upon his arrival there he found 
Mrs. Griffith and his little girl of sev­ 
en in company with two young ladies. 
By decree of court he w as given th e 
right to have

the ladies present testified th a t they 
could not make him believe t h a t they 
did not intend to take Naom i away. 
When the defendant was w orking at 
A ugust R e in h art’s some m em ber of 
the Griffith family had clandestinely 
taken the child and kept her separated 
from him for several weeks. 
•The defendant testified th a t his 
wife and 
Mrs. 
Griffith 
struck 
and 
choked him and gouged his eyes. Ira 
W. Lewis, jailer, stated th a t on the 
next day he examined the defendant 
and found asm all cut on the side of his 
nose near the eye, and quite a severe 
bruise on the top of his head. AH this 
trouble w as occasioned over the pos­ 
session of Naomi. 
Then the defend­ 
an t drew the revolver and com m itted 
the aw ful crime, the ta k in g of tw< 
lives, and sent two souls into etern 
ity.” 
The charge on which S anders plead­ 
ed guilty was the m urder of the m o th ­ 
er-in-law and in view* of his confession 
and his state of nervous excitem ent 
following the incidents which lead up 
to the crim e he was saved from 
death sentence, and given life im pris­ 
onment instead.
